in his turbulent trip aloft yester- 
day. 


Stanley said 
the thundrecloud 


was small when he entered the 
bottom, but formed so rapidly dur- 
ing the 15 minutes he was inside 
it appeared as a "huge mountain" 
extending upwards another 10,000 
feet, when he emerged. 
He described the cloud as so 


thick and dark, he could not see 
the wings of his ship. 
"As 1 entered the cloud the rate 


of climb Increased until it was 
soon stronger than anything I ever 
had encountered. I was drawn 
steadily upward at 30 miles an 
hour vertical until the plane be- 
came ice-coated and my 
instru- 
ments clogged." 


Stanley said he broke out of the 


cloud at 12,000 feet and was pulled 
downward about 2,000 feet "by a 
terrific downdraft." 
"I re-entered at 10,000 feet and 


spiralled to 12,000 where the tur- 
bulance became so great I thought 
it would, tear .the ship apart and 
I would have to ball out," he said.

CANDIDATE FOR PRESIDENT 1940 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—(XP)— | 
Senator 
Borah 
(R-Idaho) -.took 
time out on his seventy-fourth 
birthday anniversary today to ex- 
press tho opinion the American 
pooplo would not accept a reac- 
tionary candidate for the presi- 
dency In 1940. 
"Some of the party loaders," 
said the senate's dean, "have fail- 
ed to realize there was a politi- 
cal revolution when the country 
first electfld President Roosevelt 
In 1932. That 
revolution oame 
from the heart of the people. 
"They were tired of the coun- 
try's being run by those who hold 
to tho theory a few men should 
control tho machinery of govern- 
ment. In my judgment, the peo- 
ple haven't changed their minds 
about that." 
Senator Borah made It plain 
he was taking no part In the 
maneuvering of various potential 
candidates 
for 
tho Republican 
presidential nomination. 
His disregard for party labels 


and the ordinary tenets of parti- 
sanship have made him a fairly 
frequent 
caller at 
the 
White 
House, despite his opposition to 
such Roosevelt legislation as tho 
1937 
court bill and the original 
government reorganization bill.

Borah also Is friendly with Vice 
President Garner.

At 74 Borah Is outwardly as 
active as ever.

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SCIENTISTS DIG UP TRACES 


OF KING SOLOMON'S REIGN* 


.Greatness, and Blunders, of the King Who 


Chose Wisdom as the Supreme Gift—Social 
Consequences of Spiritual Slump. 


By WILLIAM T. ELLIS 


Amidst the present turmoil 
in glory, was not arrayed like one of 


Palestine over the application of 
the 
the new British regulations, 
many millions of Sunday School 
members are called to a study of 
King Solomon, whose reign mark- 
ed the apex of Jewish history. The 
favorite resort, and point of con- 
troversy, in Jerusalem today Is the 
Wailing Wall, a surviving frag- 
ment of the great Temple buildings 
constructed by 
Solomon 
nearly 


three thousand years ago. 
No other name in Hebrew his- 


tory has continued to shine with 
such widespread lustre as that of 
Solomon. The books of maglo cur- 
rent in the East are attributed to 
him. Folk tales without end are 
based upon legends about him. So- 
journers In Istanbul are attracted 
by the ceaseless flight up and down 
the Bosphofus of "lost 
souls,"— 


birds which seem neverv to alight; 
although it is known that they 
have their nests about the Black 
Sea, The local tradition Is that 
these tireless creatures 
are 
in 


search of Solomon's lost sword. 
In one of the encyclopedias I 


read that there are no archaeologi- 
cal remains of Solomon's glories. 
Since that article was written' the 
diggers have unearthed Solomon's 
immense stables at Meglddo, and 
his copper-smelting works at Ezlon 
Geber, at the head of the Gulf of 
Akaba. Only a few week ago, the 
mummy of Shlshak, father 
of 


Solomon's Egyptian princess wife, 
was found in Egypt. And Gezer, 
the city that Shlshak gave 
his 


daughter as a dowry, has of late 
years been excavated, with many 
corroborative 
finds. 
Exploration 
'has also penetrated the domains, 
and discovered the splendors, of 
the reign of the Queen of Sheba, 
in southern Arabia. 
"In All His Glory" 


An eye-filling figure 
through- 


out the ages has been 
Solomon. 


The popular enthusiasm over the 
visit of Great Britain's king and 
queen to these shores 
gave 
a 


glimpse of the loyalty and splen- 
dor that marched with Solomon's 
early reign. This fame, which has 
outlasted the centuries, was merit- 
ed by the monarch of Israel. 


He was wise above all- 
other 
leaders. He was a builder, a con- 
«oll3ator, a harmonlzer, an inspir- 
'•er,-a statesman, a judge, a leader 
an author, a commercial and po- 
litical imperallst, who gave little 
•Israel • not only enlarged 
boun- 


daries, but also a name among the 
.nations. Before he died, the fcor- 
•ders of his country extended from 


these." 
Solomon's blood was good, and 


bad. His father was great 
and 


godly David, who sinned so ter- 
ribly In the matter of Bathsheba. 
Modern eugenics would .trace 
a 


connection between Solomon's sen- 
suality and the fact that David 
and Bathsheba were his parents. 
He married many wives, and his 
harem held a thousand women. 


Good Beginnings 


All that was later in Solomon's 


Ufe. 
His beginnings, while at- 


tended by conspiracy and blood- 
letting that seems horrible to us 
(or does it, in the light of China, 
Spain and Ethiopia?) were mark- 
ed by nobility. Upon him rested 
King David's Injunction, which ev- 
ery good father would like to lay 
upon his son, "I am going the way 
of all the earth: be thou strong 
therefore, and show thyself a man; 
and keep the charge of Jehovah 
thy God, to walk in His ways, to 
keep His statutes ---- that 
thou 


mayest prosper In all that 
thou 


doest." 
Conspiracy and revolt accompa- 


nied 
Solomon's 
accession, 
His 


brother Adlonljah, with leading 
men of the kingdom, plotted 
to 


sieze the throne. But 
Bathsheba 


and 
David • and 
Nathan 
acted 


swiftly and constructively. 
They 


put into effect 
an 
immediate 


anointing and 
enthronement of 


Solomon, thus by positive action 
forestalling the Adonljah conspir- 
acy.

Plow this ground at 
least three times a year and then 
let stand exposed to sun for some 
time before It Is planted. Second, 
fence the yard Into two Inclosures 
In order for chickens to be per- 
mitted to run on one pen at a 
time. Third, keep feed In sanitary 
containers.

ATTORNEY GENERAL 


HOLDS FAIR TRADE 
DILL TO DE INVALID 


AUSTIN, June 28.—<£•>—Stamp- 
ed by Attorney General Oerald 
C. Mann as Invalid, the fair trade 
bill passed recently by the legisla- 
ture after bitter dispute remained 
on the desk of governor W. Lee 
O'Danlel today, awaiting his ac- 
tion. 


In view of the attorney gener- 
al s opinion the measure conflicted 
with Texas' anti-trust laws, It was 
generally believed O'Danlel would 
veto it. The governor could, how- 
ever, approve or file the bill with- 
out his signature. 


An opinion by the attorney gen- 
eral—in this instance It was re- 
quested by the goernor—has no 
legal effect, but merely advisory. 
Tho governor may follow It or dis- 
regard It. 


It was recalled, 
nevertheless, 
that Governor O'Danlel vetoed a 
bill allowing barbers to fix mini- 
mum prices after the attorney 
general held that act unconstitu- 
tional. 


The fair trade act permitted 
manufacturers to set minimum 
prices on trade-marked 
articles 
by contracts with retailers. 
Advocates argued it would end 
unfair trade practices and protect 
the manufacturer, the retailer and 
the consumer. Opponents said It 
would boost prices and stifle com- 
petition. 


The bill passed both houses by 
large majorities although In tha 
senate It wns blocked for weeks 
by a filibuster. 


Mann Based his opinion on a 
peculiar provision of the act that 
if the act conflicted with the antl- 
truat laws that act and not the 
anti-trust laws should fall. 
He asserted the bill "Is in con- 
travention of and conflicts with 
the anti-trust laws of the state of 
Texas, and therefore, by virtue of 
the provisions of Section 7 of the 
bill is n. nullity and of no force 
or effect whatsoever." 


The legislature by the anti- 
trust laws recognized that combi- 
nations of persons to fix prices 
?re '^noxious to the public In- 
erest," Mann continued, declaring

The bill carried $725,000,000 for 


payments to farmers who co-oper- 
ate with the control programs for 
cotton, wheat, corn, tobacco and 
rice. This included an unbudgeted 
$225,000,000 which the senate added 
for parity payments designed to 
raise farm purchasing power to 
that of the 1909-1914 period. 


Another senate addition to the 


bill was $113,000,000 for surplus 
farm operations, in addition to the 
$00,000,000 made available from 
customs receipts for this purpose. 
The funds will be used to supply 
surplus farm products to families 
on relief and to finance export sub- 
sidies. 


Russell said a boost in funds 


for the farm tenancy program to 
$46,000,000 "will counteract the rls- 
ng tide of tenancy in this coun- 
try."

second intervals. 


If it is possible to change

GOODS TO RELIEFERS 


WASHINGTON, June 
The agriculture 
department 
Is 
working out plans to give cotton 
goods to relief workers. 
Such gifts 
would b e made 


through the blue stamp experi- 
ment, already 
in operation 
in 


Rochester, N. Y., and Dayton, 
Ohio. The blue stamps are given 
to needy relief families who buy 
orange stamps. 
The latter may be exchanged 
at groceries for any food. 
Blue 


stamps may be swapped only for 
those foods which are listed as 
surplus. The government redeems 
the stamps from the grocers for 
cash. 


The fact that the biggest sur- 


plus in history is piled upon the 
cotton market has set federal ex- 
perts to work on all sorts of 
schemes for reducing it. Domes- 
tic stocks stand near 15 million 
bales, more than a million and a 
half larger than at this time last 
year. 


Three 
principal 
methods are 
being considered at the agricul- 
ture department. Two are aimed 
at stepping up domestic consump- 
tion by getting cotton goods Into 
the hands of those who "need them 
and by promoting new uses. The 
third, and chief method, is by 
subsidizing cotton exports. 


Upwaro of a score of new uses 


for cotton have been worked out 
through department experiments. 
They range from use in the side 
walls of houses to lining ditches 
and canals and road building.
